A number of Japanese transports

In BOUIQ 
ra«ies the; lances pierced tho riders 
through nnd wounded their horses 
Some of the Inncrs could not be with 
drawn from the bodies Into which they 
luid entered. 


Infantry Forced to Retire. 


Tho Japanese infantry, numbering 


four battailous of 300 men to a com- 
pany, and eight, squadrons of cavalry 
attempted to advance, but the Kusxlan 
batteries opened nnd soon tlie slope 
up which the enemy was advancing 
was covered with lilac): spots and the 
enemy forced to scatter and retire. 
Some of tho Japanese oavnlry were 
wonderfully 
ilnr-hlng. charging with 


shouts upon the IMuiBlatiH, who met 
and scattered them. 


A Cossack who had lost his lance 


and sword wrenched a sword from n 
Japanese ofHc-or and cut off the ofll- 
cer's head. 


The Cossacks picked up boots, which

llonrlslicd theiii/iK trophieH.

To the Ifonorahle Mayor and Com- 


mon Council, of tlio City of .TanoHVllle; 
Gentlemen—I herewith mthnilt my re- 
port showing the cnmlltlun 
and re- 


quirements of th» flrc department for 
the quarter ending May 31. 11)01: 


Since l!ie ilatu of my last (|iinrterly- 


report. February 29. 11)04. the depart- 
ment has responded to 23 flre alarms. 


• "With the exception of the fire at tho 


Art Study factory, April 23. tho losses 
Incurred have been small. The loss 
at the Art Study plant I have been 
Informed was $50.000 on building and 
contents, on which there was Insur- 
ance to the amount of $15,000—elivlil-: 
od as follows: $5,000 on building and 
$10.000 on contents. At this' flre the 
department hail many disadvantages 
to contend with. First, being located 
fully one and one-half miles from the 
nearest flre station, 
with wet and 


heavy roads. Second, the hlglily In- 
1 
flamnhle contents of the- building, such 
as gasoline, varnish and wood alcohol, 
Incited the 
flames 
to spread with 


great rapidity. 
Furthermore, the de- 


partment was handicapped' by rea- 
son of the fire hydrants being situated 
too close to the burning building and 
for the above reason It became neces- 
sary to call Into service the steam 
flrc engine,"which <lld excellent aerv- 
Ice and no doubt arrested tho Hamcs 
from further progress, thereby sav- 
ing tho electric light plant and wheel 
house. At tills flro 400 feet of first- 
class hose was destroyed. 


Need of New Hose-House. 


In my last quarterly report I sug- 


gested that some slept; should be tak- 
en that woul.l ultimately give to tho 
southern and western part of the rlty 
better or more adqueate flre protec- 
tion, which would also affor.l addition* 
al protection to tlie down-town dis- 
trict. Tho frequency of flre alarms 
In tho past few years, many of which 
call the department to the residence 
portion of the city and by reason of 
the same 
the business 
and manu- 


facturing districts arc at times left 
four 
hours without 
flrc protection, 


prompts me again to call the atten- 
tion 'of your honorable bo-.ly to the 
(fact that there is a possibility of a 
flrc gaining uncontrollable 
headway 


In these districts while the depart- 
ment Is contending wltii another flrc 
In a different part of the city. The 
fact that we have been fortunate to 
escape It up to the present time Is 
no .guarantee for the future 
unless 


proper 
precautions are taken. 
To 


obviate any possible trouble In this 
line I would respectfully recommend 
that a hose-house 'be built at some 
•point near 
the 
Fourth ward park, 


•with a hose wagon and three men. 
.With this company our city could be 
divided into districts. The flre limits 
or down-town district be placed In the 
first district, all companies responding 
to alarms within these limits. The 
cast side of the river outside of the 


, flrc limits would constitute the sec- 


ond 'district, flre alarms being respond- 
ed to by Nos. 1 and 2 companies. No. 
3 being subject to call. 
The third 


'district, consisting of all territory on 
the west side outside the flre limits, 
alarms being responded to by west 
side companies, the east side company 
lielng subject 
to call. 
This would 


give the business center a reserve at 
nil times, besides 
providing means 


'with which to 
respond 
to second 


alarms when they occur. Tho growth 
of the city. In my opinion, demands 
that sonic increase of this kind he 
made in the flrc department. The ap- 
paratus of tho department Is practic- 
ally the same today that It was when 
the city did not contain one-half Its 
present population or wealth. 
It, Is 


not necessary or advisable for a largo 
company In this district mentioned. 
In my opinion three men as suggested 
Is all that Is required, as they at nil 
times will be at work with one or both 
of the larger companies. A suitable 
site. I believe, can be purchased and' 
a station erected thereon 
for about 


$3.000. The equipment such as would 
l>c necessary to properly place this 
lioso company Into service will costi 
about $2,000. 


As to Fire Escapes. 


The horses belonging to tho city 


aro at this time In good serviceable 
condition, while sonic of them arc be- 
coming a little aged for service, and 
for the betterment of their condition, 
I would advise the securing of nn 
extra horse thereby giving each horse 
in Its turn a much needed rest. The 
two horses recently purchased aro as 
promising a team as ever was In the 
department. I loth flrc stations are In 
need of a few slight repairs. All.tin* 
tire wagons arc in good shape except- 
ing hose wagon No. 2. which should 
have a new set of wheels and axles. 
Pursuant to the order recently passed 
liy tho council relative to the flrc es- 
cape law, I desire to report that the 
instructions have 
been carried out 


anJ where 
necessary 
notices have 


licen served on property owners In the 


• .city. 
In the majority of cases the 


raid owners have evinced a <llspnsl- 
tlnn to comply but In a few Instances 


\ they have either assumed at attitude 
' of Indifference or Intimated that they 


regarded this effort to secure such en- 
forcement as a mere passing whim or 
no permanent significance. 
Inasmuch 


as the responsibility In this matter 
rests solely upon the chief engineer. 
1 desire to say that these possible 
hopes will not be realized, and that 
the law will be. BO far as I am con- 
reriicJ. strictly enforced to the letter. 
"While the ninety days allowed for 
compliance with its Instructions have 
In several cases expired, there Is a 
reasonable excuse owing to the fact 
that 
flre-escape 
manufacturers 


throughout the 
country 
have been 


rushed with orders since the terrible 
disaster In Chicago and have not been 
able to till even long standing con- 
tracts with any degree of promptness. 
For this reason there In -no disposi- 
tion to be harsh or unjust; therefore 
I have taken the liberty of extending 
the time ninety days. 
At the expira- 


tion of that time there will bo hardly 
any reasonable grounds lor non-com- 


pllnnce and tho district attorney will 
be asked to commence prosecutions, 
as the law directs. 


The Building Ordinance. 


I would urgently request a rigid en- 


forcement of the building ordinance. 
Violations 
of 
this ordlnncc 
or the 


granting of special permits to build 
lire-traps In tho.business portion of 
the city or flre limits should not be 
tnlciatcd. Violations of this ordinance 
and .grunting of special permits are 
closely watclicd by the Insurance com- 
panles and Invariably result In the 
advancement of Insurance rates. As 
this ordinance now stands It Is only 
admissible to build of brick or stone 
and as various parties desire to use 
cement blocks, I would respectfully 
ask If the same can be permitted un- 
der this ordinance, and If not I would 
suggest that the same be amended so 
as to permit the use of said material. 
If In your Judgment It Is advisable 
to do HO. I would respectfully ask 
for the printing In convenient, form of 
all laws, 
ordinances and regulations 


relating to the flre department for 
the edification of the members of this 
department, as well as the conven- 
ience <:f the public, who often desire 
information on these subjects. 


It Is with sincere regret that I am

Half Million Dollars' Worth of Modi- 


son Buildings Are Held Up 


by Labor Trouble.
